“What I mean is_ this,”

“It probably would aid law en- 
forcement,’ ‘said General Andrews, 
“but the effort to control and dis- 
tribute it would be vital.” 

“Suppose we include light wines, 
such as they have in France, Ital 
and used to make in California; 
say Clarets, wine containing twelve 
percent of alcohol?” 

“My opinion on that is uncer 
tain,” replied General Andrews. 
“Wine I think is intoxicating.” 

“What would happen if people 
could -sell beer?” inquired Senator 
Harreld, a dry.

ARE ATTENDED — 
BY MULTITUDE, 
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Adll of the men who were sent by their country 
to serve in France at a pittance to whip the Hun and 
who came back to find the country enjoying a protect- 
ed prosperity out of which more peacefully inclined 
citizens were reaping a harvest of big pay and small 
peril, will be in the notion to approve at first glance 
the bill for creating a drastic general draft machine. 
This bill has been introduced in the house by Con- 
gressman Johnson of South Dakota, and is designed to 
level all humps of fortune for the citizenry involved 
in a future war. 


The big item in the bill is the declaration that 
industrial exemptions are “‘out’’ as far as future drafts 
are concerned. It was the selection cf some |.ombres 
because of their reputed value to industry that galled 
the soldiers in 1917. Too many who served and still 
are serving in hospitals and on home treatment, have 
come to realize just what the full ‘implication clause 
amounted to in favoritism. 

The Johnson bill is short and very. sweet-—to 
ex-service men, but not so sweet to the whole range 
of individials. Its provisions are: 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Re- 
presentatives of the United States of America in 
Congress assembled, that in the event of war declared 
by Congress to exist which in the judgment of the 
President demands ‘the immediate increase of the 
Military Establishment, the President be, and he here- 
by is, authorized to draft into the service of the United 
States such members of the unorganized militia as he 
may deem necessary :- Provided, that all persons draft- 
ed into service between the ages of twenty-one and 
thirty, or such other ‘limits as the President may fix, 
shall be drafted without exemption on account of in- 
dustrial: occupation. 

Sec. 2. That in case of war, or when the 
President shall judge the same to be imfnineht, he is 
authorized and it shall be his duty when.an his opinion, 
such emergency requires it— . 
~ (a) “To determing and proclaim’ the martial 
resources, industrial organizations, and services over 
which govérnment control is necessary to the success- 
ful tcninbics of such emergency, and such control 
shall be pagrcised by him through agencies then exist- 
ing or which he may create for such purposes; 

-- ‘(b) ‘To take such’ steps as may be necessary 
to stabilize: prices of services and of all commodities 
declared to be essential, whether such services and 
commodities are required by the government or by the 
civilian population.

NICE, April 14.-—Hollywood's 
film supremacy will receive no 
serious challenge’ from the French 
Riviera, according to movie ex- 
perts Who have closely followed 
Rex Ingram’'s experiments in pro- 
ducing at Nice.

Rex Ingram chose to experi- 
ment with Nice to fiim a book 
by Blasco Ibanez. The manuscript 
calied for crowds of  Spunish, 
French and Italians. The princip?} 
scenes were laid in Tarcelona, 
Marsallles 'and Naples. Proper 
types were found without any 
trouble. But American producers 
point out that it might be dir- 
ficult to secure suitable crowds : 
for important pictures, if the back- 
ground were other than a Latin 
country. 

The American production was 
Subject to a number of annoy- 
ances costing time and money, 
which they would have been say- 
ed in Hollywood. The glassed-in- 
stud‘o was insufferably hot in 
summer, and-cold and drafty in 
the winter.
